Kissinger Ready 
For Mideast Tour 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Secretary of State 


Henry A. Kissinger leaves tonight for another 
Middle East trip as the United States and Israel 
appear near an agreement on a military dis- 
engagement plan for the Suez Canal area. 


Under current scheduling, Kissinger would 


return to Washington Sunday night. But he will 
meet twice with Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat and once with Golda Meir, Israel's prime 
minister. 


Before leaving, the secretary scheduled a 


joint news conference with William Simon, the 
administration's chief energy policy maker. 
The two were expected to go over aspects of the 
Arab oil boycott and President Nixon's plans 
for a February meeting with foreign ministers 
of eight major oil-consuming nations. 


According to U.S. officials, Kissinger will 


carry to Egypt the essence of Israel's thinking 
on separating the troops of the two nations in 
the canal area. 


No details of Israel's ideas were disclosed, 


but Jerusalem is known to have promoted the 
concept of pulling back its troops perhaps 20 
miles from the canal if Cairo undertakes 
"mutual commitments." 


These might involve a reduction in the 


number of Egyptian troops on the east bank of 
the waterway, a reopening of the canal to 
Israeli shipping and a demilitarized zone 
between the two forces policed by international 
units. 


The scenario calls for Kissinger to outline all 


of this to Sadat at their first meeting Friday in 
Aswan, a southern Egyptian city near the 
mammouth dam built by the Russians in the 
1950s. 


The secretary then will fly to Israel to report 


on Sadat's reaction. At that point, the Je- 
rusalem government may be in a position to 
draw up a formal proposal on disengagement. 


Even if not, Kissinger will return to Aswan to 


tell Sadat of the Israeli plan as it has developed 
to that point. 


The indications that the situation may be 


nearing a final stage came from various 
sources Wednesday. 


The California White House first announced 


Kissinger's travels, saying President Nixon 
was sending the secretary on his third trip to 
the Middle East since October "in order to 
assist the parties in the negotiations on the 
question of separation and disengagement." 


The secretary then met for 45 minutes 


Wednesday night with Israeli Ambassador 
Simcha Dinitz to discuss the matter. 


Dinitz told reporters afterward that "a wide 


area of understanding exists and was reached 
in our conversations." 


NCARC Offers 
$250 Scholarship 


The Navarro County Association for 


Retarded Children will award a college 
scholarship this semester to someone in- 
terested in pursuing a career in some area of 
special education.

He said the 
association hopes to name a recipient no later 
than Friday afternoon. 


Applications for the scholarship are being 


taken in the NJC Business Office, according to 
Johanson. He said persons desiring more in- 
formation can contact Les Fricke, dean of 
student development services at the college. 
Persons can also contact Johanson, he added, 
at his office in Medical Arts Clinic or by calling 
2-1931. 


Johanson said the scholarship will be an 


annual award, made regardless of an ap- 
plicant's age, economic background, race, etc. 
He said the recipient can use the $250 
scholarship for one year without review, plus 
stay eligible to apply for it again at the end of a 
year's study.

Head of Texas Insurance Board Agrees Health Maintenance Organizations Are Good 


AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) - Demo- 


crat Joe Christie and Republi- 
can Richard Nixon share at 
least 
one enthusiasm. It's 


called HMO. 


The chairman of the State 


Insurance 
Board 
and 
the 


President of the United States 
agree that health maintenance 
organizations (HMOs) are a 
route to better and cheaper 
medical care. 


Nixon signed a bill Dec. 29 


that is designed to encourage 
creation of HMOs through fed- 
eral aid. It also requires that 
large employers 
give their 


workers an HMO option to 
regular health insurance when 
there is an HMO in the area. 


An HMO provides its mem- 


bers a full spectrum of health 
care services, from check-ups 
to heart surgery, in return for 
a fixed, prepaid fee. Doctors 
commonly are salaried or re- 
ceive "capitation fees" in fixed 
periodic amounts, which bear 
no relation to the number of 
patients they see. They work as 
a group in most cases, with 
common access to equipment 
and medical records. The sala- 
ry system, coupled with fixed 
advance payments by HMO 
members, rewards prevention 
of 
illness. HMOs generally 


handle their own money, but 
many contract with insurance 
companies to do this. 


Nixon said in his 1971 health 


message 
to 
Congress 
that 


HMO's "increase the value of 
the services for each health 
dollar." 


But membership is not cheap, 


meaning HMOs primarily bene- 
fit the middle class. 


The closest thing to an HMO 


now operating in Texas, the Be- 
xar County Medical Foundation 
Health Care Plan, charges $58 
a month for a family. 


HMOs often cost more than 


group health insurance but nor- 
mally provide a wider range of 
medical services. 


An HMO typically provides, 


without additional charges, rou- 
tine doctor visits, physical ex- 
aminations and innoculations 


Cotton Fire Big

the gin after the fire erupted 
about 6:20 p.m. 


Hampered by wind gusts of 


l!5 to 40 miles per hour, they 
battled the flames for more 
than three hours. 


The fire burned past 10 p.m., 


and officials said they were 
keeping a close watch on near- 
by residences because of the 
sparks being whipped about by 
(he strong winds. 


The cause of the blaze was 


not learned. Arnold said it

in an outside area 


where refuse from the gin was 
dumped.

MEXICO CITY (AP) - Cuba 


is willing to begin talks with 
the United States on re-estab- 
lishing diplomatic relations as 
soon as Washington lifts its 12-

economic blockade 


against Fidel Castro's island 
regime, a Cuban diplomat said 
Monday night. 


"We are not in a holy war 


with the United States," said

TMA opposition for the defeat 
of his bill authorizing pure 
HMOs and permitting laymen 
to share in their control. 


State laws requiring physi- 


cian control were specifically 
pre-empted by the new federal 
law. 


Ace Pickens, the TMA's lob- 


byist and general counsel, said 
there 
have been 
physician 


groups and insurance com- 
panies that had tried to set up 


HMOs but were stymied by the 
insurance board's insistence on 
regulation. 


But John Holden, the insur- 


ance 
board's 
specialist 
on 


HMOs, puts the blame on the 
medical association's insistence 
on physician control. 


The Bexar County group pre- 


served control by doctors. 


Bernard Rappaport, the Be- 


xar County organization's exec- 
utive director, said about 500 
participating physicians are 
serving more than 3,000 mem- 
bers, most of them middle 
class. 


"We emphasize preventive 


medicine, early care and ambu- 
latory care and provide full 
coverage for services in physi- 


cians' offices, clinics and hospi- 
tals ... The intent is to reduce 
unnecessary hospitalization as 
much as possible. We also in- 
clude complete hospitalization 
coverage," Rappaport said. 


An attempt to set up a lay- 


man-controlled HMO in San An- 
tonio to hire physicians for the 
poor was blocked by the State 
Board of Medical Examiners. 


The insurance board issued 


guidelines Dec. 13 for "prepaid 
comprehensive health care pro- 
grams," avoiding the HMO la- 
bel. 


Here is how the board says a 


prepaid comprehensive health 
care plan can operate legally in 
Texas: 


Union members, employes of 


a company, members ot an ag- 
ricultural cooperative or per- 
sons who form a non-profit cor- 
poration specifically for this 
purpose, could form a group. 
Then the group would make 
two separate contracts, one 
with providers of medical serv- 
ices and one with an insurance 
company. 


Providers would render a full 


range 
of medical 
services, 


which the board expects to in- 
clude such preventive care as 
innoculations and routine visits 
to the doctor. Members would 
pay a fixed monthly fee to the 
insurance 
company, 
which 


would pay the physicians and 
hospitals under contract with 
the group. 


While a group would be quite 


free to limit the medical serv- 
ices it buys, that's not what the 
board had in mind. 


The guidelines apparently 


spell out the only route that 
Texans can take now toward 
prepaid comprehensive health 
cure. This is because the feder- 
al act leaves untouched the 
state law against corporate 
practice of medicine, which 
prohibits doctors from working 
for 
corporations—even non- 


profit ones—controlled by lay- 
men. 
And non-profit corpo- 


rations operated by physicians 
can't own hospitals. The 1975 
legislature almost certainly will 
consider a bill to change those 
laws. 


Bui the TMA doesn't want 


the insurance board regulating 
medical plans at all. Sen. A.K. 
Schwartz, 
IMlalveston, 
has 


asked for an attorney general's 
opinion on the legality of the 
guidelines. 


Meanwhile, the board is con- 


sulting with certain insurance 
companies and providers of 
medical 
services—it 
won't 


name them-that have .shown 
interest in setting up prepaid 
medical plans. 


And it hopes its guidelines 


will give Texans a now option 
for meeting their health needs. 


"Obviously, our intent is not 


simply to have another Blue 
Cross-Blue Shield," a board 
staff member said. 


Dairy Farmer Uses Minimum Energy,- Shortages Would Cut Essentials of Operation 


PENACOOK, N.H. (AP) - 


For dairy farmer David Morill 
and his family, the energy 
crisis is one more concern in a 
daily routine that has always 
made heavy demands on their 
own personal energy. 


"As you can see, our life is a 


series of problems," the 49- 
year-old Morrill said as he 
squatted in the snow to mend a 
flat tire on a farm vehicle. "If 
we worried about everything 
that came along, we'd never 
make it." 


From the time he gets out of 


bed at 4:150 a.m. and stokes the 
two wood-burning furnaces in 
the basement of his home, Mor- 
rill, who is 5 feet 4, rarely 
rests. His is an 18-hour day. 


"We don't waste anything," 


he said, throwing a birch log 
into a furnace. "These logs are 
from trees we've trimmed out 
of our own woods. And in the 
other furnace we use scrap 
lumber from the barn we're 
building." 


In the calf barn, connected to 


the house, Morrill's 12-year-old 
daughter, Cindy, was at work 
with two friends who had spent 
the night at the farm. Cindy 
and her sister Becky, 14, alter- 
nate getting up early to feed 
the 60 calves. 


A dozen bare electric light 


bulbs hang from the rafters, 
and two infrared lamps are 
suspended 
just 
above 
two 


calves with colds. 


An exhaust fan and a water 


heater, both electric, are the 
only other energy-consuming 
devices in the barn. Animal 
heat keeps the temperature in- 
side between 40 and 50 degrees, 
even when the thermometer 
drops below zero outside. 


"We'd like heat in here, but 


we can get by without it," Mor- 
rill explained to a newsman 
who spent a day with him. "It 
would be nice to keep it a con- 
slant, dry 50 degrees." 


Morrill is relying on the fed- 


eral government to give farm- 
ers priority in fuel allocations 
as in World War II. "I'm wor- 
ried, but I'm not losing sleep. I 
think we'll make out," he said. 


Morrill has a 
1,000-gallon 


gasoline tank and two smaller 
diesel tanks for his farm equip- 
ment, most of which is idle un- 
til spring. His allocation for De- 
cember was 85 per cent of what 
he used a year before. 


"We still had some gas left 


by the end of the month," he 
said, "but if we had had snow, 
we wouldn't have had enough 
gas for plowing driveways." 
That's a job Morrill has under- 
taken for neighbors for years. 


"We never have wasted any- 


thing," Morrill said as he 
turned out the light in the ante- 
room to the milking parlor. "If 
we have any shortages, we'll 
just have to cut out something 
essential." 


The milking operation is all 


electric. A vacuum pump runs 
the milking machines and re- 
mote-control doors. It purrs 
next to a compressor which 
keeps the milk cool until Asa 
Maynard comes in his dairy 
truck to pick it up every other 
day. 


Morrill's son Jay, 24, has 


been herdsman since gradu- 
ation from the University of 
New Hampshire's agriculture 
school two years ago. 


"The only thing I'm afraid of 


are power blackouts," Jay said. 
"If they come at milking time, 
we'll have problems." 


Jay, who takes 2'a hours to 


milk the 100 cows, moves with 
the quick, sure-handedness of a 
short-order cook. 


Standing in a waist-high pit, 


he shoos out the four cows he 
has just milked on one side of 
the pit and throws a switch to 
close the exit door behind 
them. Then he throws another 
switch to open the entrance 
door for four more cows. 


The oldest of the six Morrill 


children is a 26-year-old daugh- 
ter, living with her husband 
away from the farm. Rob, 18, 
home 
from 
the 
Cobleskill 


branch of the State University 
of New York where he is study- 
ing agriculture, is already eat- 
ing when Morrill arrives in the 
dining room. 


Mrs. Morrill is worried about 


what the energy shortage will 
do to the local public schools. A 


member of the district school 
board, she spends much of her 
time looking for ways to keep 
education standards high while 
fuel shortages and higher fuel 
prices threaten to reduce the 
number of school days. 


Appliances in the house are 


mainly electric — two freezers, 
a 
refrigerator, range, 
two 


ovens, washer and dryer. Mrs. 
Morrill makes jams and jellies, 
but prefers to freeze the sur- 
plus from her garden instead of 
canning it. 


After 
breakfast, 
Morrill 


works with Rob and the four 
hired hands on a new barn to 
take care of the growing herd. 


A chain saw and an electric 


drill help speed the work so the

yearlings will have to spend no 
more than another week in 
their old, crowded quarters. 


The 
farm's 
tractors 
and 


heavy fuel-gulping equipment 
are idle most of the winter, but 
a small, cliesel-powered, front- 
end loader is used daily. 


When 
the 
loader 
is 
not 


serving as a hoist in the barn 
construction, it is scraping up 
manure or pulling a feed wagon 
to bring silage to the cattle. 


Over a hearty lunch, Morrill 


explained how he was unable to 
buy fertilizer in December. "An 
awful lot was spread in the fall. 
People got worried and bought 
all the fertilizer up," he said, 
referring to reports of short- 
ages of fertilizer and other 
products made from petroche- 
micals. 
Petrochemicals 
are 


made from oil and natural gas. 


But Morrill thinks he'll be 


able to find fertilizer in the 
spring. 


"We have a good relationship 


with our supplier and have 
used the same supplier for 
years. If there's any fertilizer 
coming in, we'll know about 
it," he said. 


The propane shortage doesn't 


affect Morrill, who has been 
the state corn-growing cham- 
pion the last five years. Unlike 
the huge grain farmers in the 
Midwest, 
New 
Hampshire 


farmers don't need to dry corn 
before storage. 


But a shortage of bailing 


twine bothers his children, who 
put in long hours harvesting 
hay in the summer. 


"We're not going to use wire, 


are we? It hurts your hands," 
said May, 20, as she set up her 
electric sewing machine to fin- 
ish a dress before returning to 
the University of Vermont at 
the end of the Christinas holi- 
day. She is studying nutrition. 


In midafternoon, Morrill took 


hired hand Fred Back, 67, in a 
truck to fetch more lumber for 
the barn. 


"What do you get in this 


truck?" Fred asked during a 
stop at a gasoline station. 
"About eight miles per gal- 
lon?" 


"No, about five." 
After checking with the saw- 


mill owner about the lumber, 
Morrill climbed back in the 
cab. "He was just telling me 
how some son of a gun drained 
all his vehicles of gasoline last 
night. First time he's ever lost 
anything," Morrill said. 


A gasoline truck was at the 


farm when Morrill returned. 
The driver had brought Mer- 
rill's January allotment. "Have 
you heard anything about farm- 
ers getting 110 per cent of what 
we used last January?" Morrill 
asked the driver. 


"I don't know anything about 


it," the driver said. "We're giv- 
ing 90 per cent to everybody— 
police, firemen ..."

ENNIS - A $3,000 property 


tax exemption for single per- 
sons 65 years of age or older was 
unanimously approved by the 
Ennis City Council Monday. 


Ennis already provided the 


exemption for married persons 
in that age group. The new

qualifies all 
single 


persons, including those who 
are divorced, for the $3,000 
property tax exemption. The 
exemption must be filed for 
each year, according to City 
Manager Hayden Routh. 


In other business, the council 


agreed to a request from the 
City of Sonoma that the sale of 
water to Sonoma be made on a 
monthly rather than daily basis. 
Ennis city Manager 
Routh

tab of water amounts flowing 
through a meter. Ennis sells 
water to Sonoma on a contract 
allowing Sonoma a maximum of 
90,000 gallons per day. 


Metering the water on a 


monthly 
basis

Sonoma might exceed a daily 


maximum of 90,000 gallons on 
occasion, as long as the monthly 
water use does not exceed 2.7 
million gallons during a 30-day 
period. 


Routh said Sonoma hopes to 


begin operation of its new water 
system Monday. 


The council approved a final 


$6,000 payment owed for an 
International front end loader 
used at the sanitary landfill. 
Routh said this loader is nearly 
worn out, and the City should 
purchase a larger machine.

Given Mustang 


MUSTANG—The 
Mustang 


City Council Wednesday agreed 
to accept the conveyance of the 
privately owned sewer 
and 


water system used by the town 
to City ownership. 


Mustang 
Mayor 
Harold 


McElhenney 
and 
William 


McKie, who own the water and 
sewer system 
in Mustang, 


agreed to turn the systems over 
to the City with "no payment 
expected in return." 


Conveyance of the systems to 


the City is to be made at the 
next regular council meeting on 
the first Tuesday in February. 


McElhenny, who said 
he 


doesn't have time to operate the 
systems, estimates both the 
sewer and water systems are 
worth from $6,000 to $8,000 each. 
He said he will continue to 
operate the systems until the 
City can find an acceptable way 
of continuing the services. 


The present water system is 


designed 
for 
a 
maximum 


capacity of 70 mobile homes, 
McElhenney said. He estimated 
this peak capacity 
will be 


reached in two to four years. 


Owners of the right-of-way 


involved with the water system 
must convey easements to the 
City, and a sewage treatment 
plant scheduled for completion 
in February is to be finished 
before the City takes over the 
systems.

for people with little or no in- 
come and limited resources who 
are 65 or over, or blind, or 
disabled. 


"Eligible people with no other 


income will get a basic federal 
payment of $130 a month for one 
person or $195 for a couple," 
Helmer said. "If somebody does 
have other income, he may still 
get a federal payment, but it 
generally won't be as much." 


"MOST people, even those in 


financial need, do have some 
income," he said. "That's why 
the word 'supplemental' is used 
to desceibe the new program. 
The 
federal 
payment 
will 


usually be supplementing that 
other income." 


Supplemental 
security 
in- 


come 
payments 
may 
be 


reduced because of income such 
as 
Social 
Security 
checks, 


company pensions, 
veterans 


compensation, or workmen's 
compensation. But the first $20 
a month of such income doesn't 
count 
against 
the 
federal 


payment. 


Earnings from a job or self- 


employment are handled in a 
different way. The first $65 a 
month in earnings isn't counted 
at all. Then, federal payments 
are reduced by 50 cents for each 
$1 earned over $65 a month. 


AN ELIGIBLE 65-year-old 


person who lives alone on a $120- 
a-month Social Security check 
and has no other income will get 
a federal supplemental security 
income payment of $30 a month. 


"Since the first $20 of monthly 


income such as Social Security 
isn't counted, this person's 
countable income would be 
$100," Helmer explained. "This 
amount would be deducted from 
the $130 basic payment level, 
which means 
the 
recipient 


would 
get 
a 
supplemental 


security income check of $30 a 
month. His total income then 
would be $150 a month — $120 
from Social Security and $30 in 
supplemental 
security 
in- 


come." 


An eligible couple living 


together with no income other 
than $145 a month from Social 
Security will get a supplemental 
security income check of $70 a 
month. 


"AGAIN, since the first $20 of 


their social security wouldn't 
count as income, only $125 
would be deducted from the 
basic payment level of $195 a 
month for a couple," he said. 
"So their actual income would 
be $215 a month." 


Social Security offices 
are 


taking applications from people 
who think they may be eligible 
for supplemental security in- 
come payments. "These people 
should contact their Corsicana 
Social Security office so that

processed now," Helmer said.

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New Federal Energy Administration Would Be Given Tree' Hand in Collecting Business Information 


A Texan Lost in Texas 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


bill proposing a Federal Ener- 
gy 
Administration, awaiting 


House action when Congress re- 
turns from its winter recess lat- 
er this month, seeks to get a 
better grasp by government on 
industry energy information. 


As approved by the House 


Government Operations Com- 
mittee, the bill to create a legal 
base for the proposed adminis- 
tration goes beyond the bureau- 
cratic shuffle involved in many 
government reorganization pro- 
posals. 


It reaches into such areas as 


direct collection of energy in- 
formation — either voluntarily 
or by subpoena — from busi- 


ness owners or operators in any 
phase of supply or major con- 
sumption. 


"These will include, as neces- 


sary, enterprises in energy ex- 
ploration, development, produc- 
tion, transportation, processing, 
distribution, marketing or other 
aspects of energy supply and 
enterprises in major energy- 
consuming sectors 
such as 


transporation, power and indus- 
trial users, the committee said. 


"The 
administrator may, 


without the usual requirements 
of (the President's) Office of 
Management and Budget or 
other clearance, collect and 
standardize energy information 
through the use of surveys or 


questionnaires, and he will be 
expected to require those who 
supply the information to ex- 
plain the methods used in gath- 
ering and presenting the data." 


To verify the accuracy of the 


requested energy information, 
the head of the new agency 
could conduct "physical and on- 
site inspections and examine 
such data sources as books, 
records and reports," the panel 
said. 


However, it said, "it is most 


decidedly not the committee's 
intention to authorize the crea- 
tion of a massive federal ener- 
gy police force, or to burden or 
harass local gasoline station op- 
erators or other small business 


proprietors. It is likely that the 
data required for most pur- 
poses of the bill will be in the 
big energy companies...." 


The bill also would protect 


the "confidentiality of trade se- 
crets and other proprietary 
data," the committee said, be- 
cause the agency chief may re- 
quire "the delivery of such in- 
formation but will be able to 
disclose it to other persons only 
for the purposes of carrying out 
administrative actions and pro- 
ceedings under the bill." 


Reps. John E. Moss, D-Calif., 


and Bella S. Abzug, D-N.Y., 
members of the 
committee, 


said they support the informa- 
tion-collecting purpose of the 


provision but said it "applies 
the meat ax, not a scapel, to 
the problem." 


They claim it would let the 


head of the new agency "re- 
quire indiscriminate and bur- 
densome reports... from 'mom- 
and-pop' retail operations such 
as gasoline service stations, as 
well as from major oil, natural 
gas and coal corporations." 


They also charged it would 


provide "blanket confidentiality 
for all data collected" by the 
new agency, a step they argued 
"is clearly contrary to the spi- 
rit and intent of the Freedom of 
Information Act." 


On another point involving in- 


dustry, the committee faced the 


problem of what to do about in- 
terest conflicts in connection 
with movement of management 
and technical experts from the 
fuel business into government 
service 
during 
the 
energy 


crisis. 


The committee said it "was 


presented with these alterna-. 
lives: 


"To include in the bill lan- 


guage loosening the conflict-of- 
interest laws in the interest of 
possibly speeding the recruit- 
ment of skilled executives from 
industry, a step tentatively re- 
quested by the administration; 
or to add some safeguards to 
the conflict-of-interest laws in 
the interest of minimizing such 


conflicts." 


The panel followed the second 


alternative. Current law bars 
government officials from per- 
sonally and substantially join- 
ing actions involving enter- 
prises with which they have 
been connected or in which 
they or their family have a fi- 
nancial interest. 


But there are exceptions to 


these restraints, either by dis- 
closing the financial interest 
and receiving a written deter- 
mination that it is not large 
enough to affect the integrity of 
the official's service, or by an 
official exemption based on the 
interest being inconsequential. 


The committee decided to 


give the energy agency chief 
personal power to deal with 
these exceptions, and he must 
tell Congress ;)0 days in ad- 
vance of his intentions. His ad- 
vance notice must include a de- 
tailed statement of the conflict- 
ing interests. 


"Thus, if considerations of 


conflict of interest and ri.sk are 
less important than an em- 
ploye's unique qualifications or 
availability, an exception can 
be made," the committee said, 
"but only on the personal re- 
sponsibility of the adminis- 
trator."

The Texas Panhandle is a 


fertile and vigorous land. Any- 
thing will grow there, although 
its banana crop has not made 
much impact on the fruit busi- 
ness yet. 


So it is no too surprising to 


discover that the Panhandle 
supports an interesting crop of 
grasshoppers, too. 


This was revealed recently 


by a group of scientists, a class 
of 
people 
whose 
activities 


sometimes seem mysterious to 
mere mortals. 


These scientists went gras- 


shopper hunting in the Pan- 


handle and at the end of seven 
years could report that there 
are 54 species of the insects 
found there. 


A couple of them wrote a 


paper about it. They are Norris 
E. Daniels and Louis D. Che- 
dester, respectively associate 
professor and technician of the 
Texas Agricultural Experiment 
Station at Bushland. 


Actually, the scientist.'; count- 


ed the species with their left 
hand while using their right to 
determine what conditions help 
the 
grasshopper 
population 


grow. 


Seems there was a rumor 


that land allowed to lie fallow 


in the soil bank or for other 
reasons caused an increased in- 
festation of the insects. 


The scientists found this fal- 


low land did not cause more 
hoppers on rangeland but might 
do so on nearby cultivated 
land. 


Most persons don't worry 


about grasshoppers. 
They're 


only good for fishing bait and 
there's always enough around 
for that. 


But if you'd been a farmer in 


the Southwest any time be- 
tween 1930 and 1940 they would 
have driven you out of your 
mind. 


The hoppers were so thick

that 
they destroyed 
crops. 


Fighting them seemed a losing 
battle. 


Some farmers developed a 


"hopperdozer" which was noth- 
ing but a canvas bag and a pan 
of oil. You pulled the hopperdo- 
zer between the rows and killed 
them by the thousands. 


Another method was putting 


out poison made of bran and 
arsenic which killed a consider- 
able number. 


The late 
folklorist, 
Mody 


Boatright, related in one of his 
stories that young men between 
18-20 were drafted in Nebraska 
to fight grasshoppers just like 
they're drafted to fight wars. 


Hoppers and their cousins 


probably are nothing but a 
wild-eyed mob. There is good 
evidence of this in the book of 
Proverbs which notes that "The 
locust have no king, yet go they 
forth all of them by bands." 


All sorts of stories are told 


about grasshoppers and their 
cousins and often the teller is 
not too exact in his language. 
He might be talking about 
some other insect. 


Turns out if you trace the 


facts down you find that al- 
though there is a family known 
as grasshoppers, 
their clcse 


relatives 
include 
katydids, 


crickets and locusts. 


Outbreaks of these insects in 


damaging numbers seems to go 
in cycles. 


The one before 1930-40 in the 


United States was 1870-flO. The 
earliest recorded in the Bible is 
in Exodus. 


But the nicest little story in- 


volves the Mormons, Utah and 
crickets. 


Somewhere in Salt Lake City 


is a tall, slender monument with 
a single sea gull atop it. 
with a single sea gull atop it. 


The state flag of Utah has a 


California gull in the center. 


This honoring of the bird be- 


gan in 1848 when the Mormons 
were struggling to establish 


themselves in what then was a 
harsh environment. 


What should descend on them 


but a vast, disastrous swarm of 
insects the Mormons called 
crickets. The numbers were so 
great that the crops seemed 
doomed. 


Then from the west came an- 


other swarm. It was a huge 
flock of sea gulls from the Pa- 
cific Coast hundreds of miles 
away. 


The gulls ate up all the crick- 


ets and saved the crops. 


No one knows how the gulls 


knew the crickets were there or 
why they considered them de- 
licious enough to fly GOO miles 


or more to reach them. 


Those 
particular 
insects 


gained the name of "Mormon 
cricket" but they weren't. They 
were katydids. But they're all 
kinsfolk. 


If you want to tell the differ- 


ence between a true grasshop- 
per and his cousins, whisper at 
the underside of his knee. If he 
answers, he's a grasshopper. 
That's where his ears are. 


If his horns are short, he is a 


cricket. His ear is on his tum- 
mv. 


The sea is accepted by 


most scientists as the birth- 
place of all forms of life.

'Operation Candor' Ends With Milk Fund, in White Papers

( A T ) - Thi; White House says 
"traditional political considera- 
tions," but not campaign con- 
tributions, influenced President 
Nixon's 1971 decision to boost 
milk price supports. It kept the 
lid on tapes and documents in- 
volved in the incident. 


Acknowledgement that poli- 


tics figured in the controversial 
decision was made in one of 
two 
"white papers" 
issued 


Tuesday to counter charges 
that contributions swayed Nix- 
on in the milk case and in an 
antitrust suit involving Inter- 
national Telephone & Telegraph 
Corp. 


Although the White House at 


one time considered making 
public summaries of tapes and 
papers bearing on the two 
cases, it said such a step was 
vetoed because 
Nixon feels 


strongly about maintaining the 
confidentiality of presidential 
files. 


The tapes and documents al- 


ready have been given to Spe- 
cial Watergate Prosecutor I^on 
•Jaworski, and the White House 
expressed hope he and a feder- 
al grand jury "will respect the 


confidentiality of these mate- 
rials." 


The carefully prepared and 


detailed "white papers" made 
these key arguments in defense 
of Nixon's conduct: 


—Milk prices. Under Demo- 


cratic leadership, Congress was 
about to pass a bill ordering 
higher price supports, and Nix- 
on "could not veto it without 
alienating the farmers — an es- 
sential part of his political con- 
stituency." He knew of prom- 
ised 1972 campaign contribu- 
tions from the three largest 
dairy cooperatives but did not 
discuss them with dairy leaders 
or with advisers who helped 
him reach his decision. 


—ITT. Nixon intervened only 


once in the ITT antitrust case, 
after former aide John D. Eh- 
rlichman told him the Justice 
Department was about to act 
contrary to Nixon's personal 
philosophy. He withdrew the in- 
tervention two days later after 
John N. Mitchell, then attorney 
general, reasoned that other- 
wise Erwin N. Griswold might 
resign as solicitor general. All 
this took place 
before ITT 


pledged financial support if the 


1972 Republican National Con- 
vention were held in San Diego, 
Calif. 


The two White House state- 


ments, made public with scant 
advance notice, apparently end- 
ed the so-called 
"Operation 


Candor" disclosures that began 
with the release last month of 
Nixon's tax returns. Aides said 
they knew of no further state- 
ments concerning Watergate-re- 
lated matters. 


Consumer advocate 
Ralph 


Nader and others are suing 
Nixon, contending he increased 
milk price supports in return 
for $427,000 in campaign dona- 
tions from the three biggest 
dairy co-ops. 


The milk case statement said 


"there was no mention of cam- 
paign 
contributions" 
at 
a 


March 23,1971, meeting of Nix- 
on and dairy leaders. 


The White House said later 


that day Nixon met on the sup- 
port issue with seven advisers 
and "the political power of the 
diary 
industry 
lobby" 
was 


brought to the President's at- 
tention. 


It said he was told that legis- 


lation to increase the support 
level had the support of House 
Speaker Carl Albert, D-Okla., 
and Chairman Wilbur Mills, D- 
Ark., 
of the House Ways and 


Means Committee, "two of the 
most powerful legislators in the 
country." 


"Neither the secretary nor 


anyone else discussed possible 
contributions to the President's 
campaign," 
said 
the 
White 


House. 


The 7-page statement contin- 


ued: 


"The President himself con- 


cluded that the final decision 
came down to the fact that 
Congress was going to pass the 
higher support legislation, and 
he could not veto it without 
alienating the farmers — an es- 
sential part of his political con- 
stituency." 


For the first time, the White 


House said Nixon had no knowl- 
edge of a 1969 contribution of 
$100,000 from Associated Milk 
Producers, Inc., delivered to 
the President's attorney, Her- 
bert Kalmbach. 


However, it acknowledged 


that Charles W. Colson, former 


White House special counsel, 
wrote a memo to Nixon in 1970 
that AMPI had pledged $2 mil- 
lion for his 1972 campaign. It 
actually contributed $427,000. 


After the White House state- 


ment was released, John But- 
terbrodt, president of AMPI, 
told newsmen in Chicago: 


"Nixon is telling the truth. 


Basically 
we had 
Congress 


ready to propose and support a 
bill to raise the price support to 
85 per cent." 


But Butterbrodt said although 


Nixon has answered the ques- 
tion of the price support issue, 
he has still not answered why 
an antitrust suit was 
filed 


against AMPI in January 1972, 
after AMPI stopped contribu- 
tions to the Nixon campaign. 


The eight-page ITT statement 


said there was no relation be- 
tween an out-of-court settle- 
ment of an 
antitrust case 


against the corporation and 
ITT's payment of $100,000 as 
part of a pledge to help under- 
write a GOP convention in San 
Diego. 


The case, brought in 1969, 


challenged ITT acquisitions of 
the Grinnell Corp., the Hartford 


Fire Insurance Co. and Canteen 
Corp. 


The White House said Nixon 


"expressed irritation with the 
failure" of Richard McLaren, 
then assistant attorney general 
for antitrust, "to follow his pol- 
icy." It said Nixon telephoned 
Deputy Atty. Gen. Richard G. 
Kleindienst "and ordered that 
the appeal not be filed." 


The statement said that two 


days later Nixon withdrew the 
order after Mitchell reasoned 
with him that Griswold, "as a 
personal matter ... had pre- 
pared his brief for appeal and 
would resign were the appeal 
not to proceed." 


It treated ITT's San Diego 


pledge as an entirely separate 
and unrelated matter, saying: 


"The President was unaware 


of any commitment by ITT to 
make a contribution ... at the 
time he took action on the anti- 
trust case. In fact, the Presi- 
dent's antitrust actions took 
place entirely in April of 1971 
— several weeks before the ITT 
pledge was even made."

Gen. Thomas E. Kauper, 
head of the Justice Depart- 
ment's antitrust division. 


In an 
interview 
Tuesday, 


Kauper also said he sees no ac- 
ceptable way to shield the divi- 
sion from political pressure and 
he defended President Nixon's 
intervention in the ITT case. 


He said government lawyers 


are "taking quite a hard look" 
at powerful agriculture cooper- 
atives. 


And he said he has found 


little evidence that major oil 
companies conspired to create 
a fuel shortage in order to 
drive up prices and profits. 


As for the division's overall 


approach, Kauper said, "We do 
need to have a much more 
systematic notion of what we're 
doing industry by industry.,.. 
You need a little more of a 
strategy and perhaps a little 
less of simply responding to 
complaints." 


In the past, he said, the prac- 


tice often has been to "bring a 
case here, bring a case there" 


without a clear goal and a thor- 
ough analysis of the economic 
impact. 


To reverse the direction, the 


division 
was 
reorganized 


recently to stress economic 
planning. The new approach 
may have a strong impact on 
concentrated industries where a 
handful of companies dominate 
the market, he said. 


Kauper said the new ap- 


proach means antitrust lawyers 
will conduct "a regularized re- 
view of pricing and profits" in 
an industry, minimizing the 
number of investigations car- 
ried out in response to com- 
plaints, imminent mergers and 
allegations of conspiracy. 


As for political pressure, 


Kauper said he sees no accept- 
able shield against allegations 
of improper influence such as 
the current charges involving 
the International Telephone & 
Telegraph Corp. and the dairy 
cooperatives. 


In the ITT case, Nixon insistr 


ed in a statement Tuesday that 
he was only concerned with 
broad antitrust policy when he 
ordered the Justice Department 
not to appeal a suit challenging 
an ITT merger to the Supreme 
Court. A pledge of political con- 
tributions by an ITT subsidiary 
had no bearing on his actions, 
Nixon said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon's proposed fiscal 
1975 budget will call for an in- 
crease in defense spending ex- 
ceeding $5 billion, higher than 
earlier estimates, says Budget 
Director Roy Ash. 


Ash, head of the Office of 


Management and Budget, said 
in an interview that it will take 
$5 billion to finance higher pay 
and price increases for the mil- 
itary. On top of that, the de- 
fense budget will contain "a 
number of initiatives" to add to 
present programs, he said. 


"It will be a fully adequate 


defense budget," Ash said. "It 
will do more than just make up 
for the high cost of materiel 
and the higher pay to those in 
the service." 


He called the increase "the 


right thing to do in the world as 
it now is." 


The defense budget for the 


fiscal year that ends June 30 is 
$79 billion. Although Ash gave 
no figure, sources indicated 
that the increase could be as 
much as $6 billion to $8 billion. 


As for the budget as a whole, 


Ash said it would carry a defi- 
cit of between $6 billion and $10 
billion. 


While not providing a precise 


figure on what the 
budget 


would be, Ash said he did not 
see any way of avoiding going 
over $300 billion. This would be 
an increase of at least $27 bil- 
lion. 


Ash said the new spending 


program will include funds for 
a start on national health insur- 
ance, although he said it will be 
1977 before that proposed pro- 
gram would have a significant 
dollar impact on the budget. 
Nixon is expected to detail his 
national health insurance plan 
soon and send legislation to 
Congress early this year.
